At first sight this plant is absolutely 
identical with E. Thunbergii itself, but as to the lip of the flower it is quite dis¬ 
tinct. The entire ovate lip measuring 9 mm long is never constricted into two por¬ 
tions, orange-yellow tinged with red about the apex (never whitish even at the base)*, 
glabrous inside except about the middle portion which is crested with two small 
whitish lamellae, and an abortive concave red spot is seen behind the protuberances- 
It seems to me that this shows a pelorisation as is often the case with some other 
orchidaceous plants. I found two specimens of this form growing roadside in the 
wood scattered with pine-trees at the eastern foot of Mt. Isoma.
